The special town meeting Mon- 
day night at the Memorial audi- 
torium will have several special 
articles to consider, some of which 
are expected to be the subject of 
long debate. 

Changes in the zoning laws to 
allow multiple-type housing on 
Morton street for the veterans’ 
project, and appropriations for 
new bridges are among the chief 
items up for decision of the 
voters.

stood thoroughly the military 
value of Arab divalries. Their hope 
was that Abdullah, with the only 
efficient Arab army, would be 
fighting chiefly to further his own 
ambitions and not essentially to 
eliminate Jewish Palestine. They 
realized, too, that while Arab 
leaders might go to war and en- 
deavor to line up their people be- 
hind the Grand Mufti’s so-called 
Holy War, the people themselves 
probably care little or nothing for 
the cause. In both these guesses 
they proved to be substantially 
correct. Not only were the Arab 
forces feeble—with the exception 
of the Trans-Jordan outfit—but 
the rulers of the League States 
encountered serious discontent 
from their people. In fact, one 
problem which Mediator Berna- 
dotte brought to the United Na- 
tions before his assassination was 
the re-settlement of 300,000 Arab 
“refugees’’ from the fighting. 
The Negeb—Present Issue 


By the time that Bernadotte 
submitted his report in September, 
the existence of an effective State 
of Israel was an undeniable fact. 
The core of his recommendation 
was that the Jewish State must be 
recognized, since it was a fait ac- 
compli. As was to be expected, the 
Arabs refused to consider such a 
proposition—all except Abdullah, 
who lay low for the moment. What 
the Jews criticized in the Berna- 
dotte report was the recommenda- 
tion that an area called the Negeb 
be given to Abdullah as an integral 
part of Trans-Jordan. Their pro- 
test was based on the original Par- 
tition Plan—nhasty and political— 
to give the Negeb to Israeli. This 
area and the name means 
“parched or dry land’ — is the 
southern part of Palestine, an area 
which the Jews think could be irri- 
gated into a fertile area with a 
large population. It is now thinly 
populated, with few Jewish com- 
munities and Arab nomads. 

But Not Insoluble 


Despite Israeli’s protestation 
over the loss of this area, there are 
signs that a compromise can be 
agreed upon, whereby the north- 
ern part goes to Israeli and the 
southern to Trans-Jordan. Abdul- 
lah’s forces did most of the fight- 
ing, and they now hold important 
positions in the Arab section of 
Palestine. But the negotiations 
have<to be diplomatically under- 
taken. It is said that Egypt would 
welcome a resumption of the fight 
between Abdullah and the Jews 
as @ means of preventing a deal 
between them. For once such a 
deal is made, any expansionist am- 
bitions that Egypt might have east- 
wards would be halted. 

A sign of approaching rap- 
prochement is a meeting between 
Abdullah’s commander in Jerusa- 
lem and the local Israeli com- 
mander to discuss a truce, obvious- 
ly with Abdullah's consent. Such 
a meeting would suggest that ten- 
tative boundary lines may well 
have been laid out for discussion. 
Israeli’s early hunch about Abdul- 
lah is very probably sound. The 
Jews know that he is the least dis- 
turbed of all the Arab leaders 
about a Jewish nation: Israeli 
Knew that of all of them, Abdul- 
lah could gain most from such a 
situation. 

Settlement Probably Certain 
But there are complications to

The sudden death of Walter 
Howe on December 16th has 


brought a great sense of loss to 
every member of Abbot Academy, 
faculty, students, and staff; and 
former students, as far back as 
1922, when Mr. Howe first became 
Director pf Music will learn of his 
passing with sorrow. } 


Mr. Howe's training and experi- 
ence, described in another column, 
indicates that when he came to 
Abbot he had already become dis- 
tinguished in his field. As years 
passed Mr. Howe attained increas- 
ing recognition until, in 1944, he 
became the director of the Wor- 
cester Music festival, as well as 
}conductor of the Festival chorus, 
a post he had‘held for sometime 
previously. It was a constant 
source of pride to Abbot that the | 
school was able to continue its 
claim upon him as a member of 
the faculty, and Mr. Howe's inter- 
est in the school and his: partici- 
pation in its affairs never de- 
creased in spite of the many other | 
demands upon him. His devotion | 
to the training of the Worcester 
Festival chorus, with its approxi- 
mately four hundred voices, and 
his conducting of this chorus, ac- 
companied by the Philadelphia | 
Symphony orchestra during the! 
festival week each fall, was, ap- 
parently no more conscientious 
than his devotion to the training 
of the Abbot choruses. Andover 
people who have heard the sing- 
ing of the Fidelio society, either 
in regular choral work or as part 
of the cast in a Gilbert and Sul- 
'livan operetta, will recall the 
verve and finish of their work 
which set a remarkably high 
standard for amateurs. 


It was difficult at times for those 
| who knew Mr. Howe personally to 
remember his professional distinc- 
}tion. His complete simplicity and 
modesty, and a charming, viva- 
cious manner belied the pressure 
under which he must have worked

He lived in Norfolk, Va., from 
1910 to 1922 during which time 
he was a leading figure in the 
musical life of that city. He 
founded and conducted the Handel 
and Haydn Choral society and the 
Norfolk Opera ‘company and later 


became director of the Norfolk 
Civic Symphony orchestra. 
Returning to Worcester, he 


became the Festival organist in 
1928, in addition to duties as 
choral conductor at the annual 
Summer series at Chautauqua, 
N. Y., and director of music at 
Abbot academy. 

In 1933 he became the Festi- 
val’s associate conductor and

|Philharmonic orchestra. 


Named the Festival’s music 
director in 1944, Mr. Howe was 
known also for his work as a com- 
poser.

port violations of the law in regard 
to these permits. 


and the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment is established by the adminis- 
trative secretary. Some are routine 
and are handled accordingly. All 
others are marked up for a public 
hearing. For this hearing notices 
are sent out to interested parties 
and the hearing date is advertised 
in the newspapers. After the hear- 
ing has been held, and it sometimes 
lasts for days, an order is issued by 
the dpeartment establishing, for ex- 
ample, new rates, or new routes, or 
changes in schedule, etc. 


The accounting division helps the 
engineering division in appraising 
plant statements and in the analysis 
of the balance sheets of all the 
public utility companies under their 
jurisdiction. All questions of in- 
creasing the amount of capital 
stock, or changing capital struc- 
ture, for example, of any utility in 
Massachusetts comes before this 
division for analysis and subsequent 
approval, or disapproval. 

During the year 1948, some 800 
petitions were given a public hear- 
ing, while some 2500 others were 
handled in a routine manner. An in- 
teresting side-light on one of the 
“hardy perennial routine petitions, 
is the fact that under Chapter 136, 
of the General Laws, the depart- 
ment of public -utilities may author- 
ize the running of trains and steam- 
boats on the Lord’s day. The law 
states that this authorization may 
be given upon such conditions “as 
th department deems judicious to 
prevent disorderly conduct or the 
disturbance of public worship.” As 
a result of this law, every time a 
new schedule is put out for ex- 
ample, when “Daylight Saving 


Time” begins or ceases, each rail- 
road, street railway, and bus line 
must get routine permission from 
the department to run its trains or 
buses on Sunday. The law has never 
been changed.
